Prepares For Business 
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No Occasion for Alarm. 


President Sclummn of CorneirUniversity has been having 


liis say on Ihe subject of fanning and the.prices of farm.prod- 
ucts. He says (lie important thing now is not the question of 
prices but the question of supply, and for this reason he thinks 
(here should be no regulation of the prices of farm produce; 
lhat farmers should be permitted to lake all tliey can get for 
their crops, though profiteering on the part of dealers should 
be prevented by law. President Schumian believes that high 
prices will stimulate farming as nothing else could do and thus 
protect the world against the danger of a food shortage which 
he considers imminent and serious. 


But in spite of the concern of this learned man it is safe p 


assume that the world is not in danger of starvation. Condi- 
tions in the Old World make it necessary that this country 
produce food to the limit until the trouble is over, and it may 
be trusted to do it. The record made last year was something 
to he proud of, and the probability is lhat it will be exceeded 
this year'noiwithstanding the draff that has been made on the 
ranks of labor. We must nol forget lhal machinery has been 
superseding men on the farms for many years and that this 
process is going on today faster than ever. Human hands are 
still needed in the cultivation of the soil, and they will be forth- 
coming in spite of the number of men who have been taken 
from the ?rain fields to the battle fields. 


So far as prices for products nre concerned the farmers have 


everything to encourage them today. Thus far wheat is the 
only"crop whose price has been regulated by the government, 
and the price is not one that will send Ihe growers'lo Ihe poor- 
house 
Two dollars or a Irifle more is the minimum, and al- 


ready there is talk of raising it to $2.75 or $3. 
For other 


crops farmers are allowed to take all they can get, and while 
they are nol gelling loo much in comparison with .prices of 
other commodities, they are receiving very substantial re- 
turns and few of them are complaining or have reason to com- 
plain. The old law of supply and demand is taking good care 
of the farmers; 


The coming season will be the liveliest on American farms 


in the history of the country. The farmers know there will 
be a brisk demand for every pound of food stuffs they can 
produce and that prices will be high, and they consequently 
have every incentive lo do their besl. This,they will do and 
there need be no fear as to the results.. 


There is no danger of starvation or anything approaching 


it. 
War conditions will keep prices high and make curtail- 


ment in expenditures necessary on the part of most of the 
people, but there will be enough for the poeple of Ihis counlry 
to eal and great quantities to spare. 


Under all the circumstances it is a mistake for men of 


standing and prominence to assume the role of the alarmist, 
something which the president of Cornell has come pretty 
close to doing.

HOW TO GROW CARROTS

Carrots may bo sown at about Iho 


time of the Ja.st hilling frost In sprlnir. 
The rows must be far enough apart 
for a hnrao to walk between them iC 
horse cultivation Is to be used. Jf for 
hand cultlvnUon tlio roows need not 
bo moro than IS inches apart. 
An 


ounce of seed Is sufficient, for a 100- 
foot row and the plants may be al- 
lowed to" grow almost as thick- as 
plantcd.-^l'hc carrot may he used as an 
nil season crop, or may be sown as a 
late crop after peas, siring beans, etc. 
These lato sown carrots will not reach 
a large slzo but are good for soups, 
etc. Carrots should l« harvested nl tho 
end of the" growing season, and; stored 
in banks, pits or 1n the storage, room
